TO BE REDUCED 


Report on Farmers Shows 


Estimates 39,200,000 Acres 
for Fall Sowing 


Missouri and Nebraska Are 
to Decrease Most" 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced today that a canvass on 
August 1, of 25,000 farms showed 


a reduction of 15.5 per cent, or 
7,177,000 acres in the” acreage 
farmers intend to sow in winter 
‘wheat this fall, as compared with 
the area sown last year. The Crop 
Reporting Board explained the re- 
port was not a forecast but simply 
a statement based on the expressed 
intentions of many thousands of 
farmers yon August 1, Their in- 
tention it was added, are sub- 
ject to change. 
NUMBER OF ACRES 


A reduction of 15.5 per cent 
would mean that about 39,200,000 
acres will be sown to winter wheat 
this fall, 16.2 per cent larger 
acreage than the average of the 
five prewar years, 1909-1913. If 
the annual average abandonment 
of winter-wheat acreage, which 
for the last ten years been 
9.8 per nt, occur this winter, 
about 25.660,000 acres would be 
harvested next summer. Last year 
the abandonment was 14.3 per 
cent, or 6,629,000 acres. 

Possible production on the 
basis of the indicated acreage was 
not calculated... This year's crop 
has an average yield - of 14.3 
bushels per acre; last year’s, 13.9 
bushels and the five-year (1917- 
1921) average was 14.9 bushels. 


LARGEST DECREASES 

‘The canvass shows Missour! and 
Nebraska farmers making the 
largest cuts in acreage, both States 
reporting an intention to plant 
25 per cent less than last year's 
sowing. Oklahoma, on the basis 
of the canvass, intends to plant 
22 per cent less, Kansas and Iili- 
nole 20 per cent less; Texas 18 
per cent less; Indiana 17 per cent 
less; Colorado 10 per cent less, 
Ohio and Michigan 4 per cent less, 
and Washington 6 per cent more,

Los Angeles County Leads 

State in Attendance, New 

Figures Show 

Another evidence of large and 
healthy growth in Los Angeles 
county was revealed yesterday by 
Will C. Wood, State Superintend- 
ent of Wducation, who reported 
that this county had led during 
the last year both in daily school 


attendance and in increase of at- 
tendance over all other counties 
of the State. 

The average daily attendance 
in the county's elementary schools 
was 146,884, an increase of 19.- 
767 over the preceding year. In 
the county's high schools, the dai- 
ly attendanee was 41,760, an in- 
crease of 6997. 

In San Francisco, on the other 
hand, elementary schooi daily at- 
tendance in the last school year- 
| showed a decrease of 466. “Tigh 
-scheool attendance in the northern 
city was $209, an increase of 1098. 

Fresno county came second in 
the list of those showing increases, 
with an attendance of 24,080, re- 
vealing an increase of 1161. In 
the high schools, the attendance 
was 6923, an in of 825. 

San Diego cotinty came third. 
with an increase of 927 in ele- 
mentary school daily average at- 
tendance, and of 414 in high school 
attendance. Sacramento county 
shows am increase of 681 in ele- 
mentary schools and 269 in high 
schools, and @anta Clara and Ala- 
meda counties also registered sub- 
stantial increases.

Next week Commissioner Kelser 
proposes to institute an investiga-)} 
tion of all projects similar to the 
one he asserts he has found in the 
vicinty of th eAntelope Valley. He 
stated that he is definitely com- 
mitted to the policy of vigorously 
prosecuting under the .criminai 
code all cases of deliberate mis- 
representation which are found by 
his operatives. | 


TEXT OF STATEMENT 

The statement issued by Com- 
missioner Keiser yesterday is as 

“There is plenty of good water 
bearing land in Antelope Valley. 
Some of the finest alfalfa in Cali- 
fornia is being grown there. 

“The water lift in the alfalfa 
belt is light, the cost of water is 
comparatively low because of the 
short lift. The depth of the water 
increases as you approach the 
hills, hence the cost is 
This land is being set to apple and 
pear orchards. Many are in bear- 
ing, producing a very fine quality 
of fruit. 

“Hiowever, much of the land le- 
cated on the outer rim of the Ante- 
lope Valley is practically worth- 
less for farming of any character. 
because of the scarcity of water 
and the prohibitive cost. This is 
the land that in most cases is being 
purchased by unscrupulous pro- 
moters at from $3.25 to $8 per 
acre and being sold to small in- 
vestors at prices ranging from $100 
to $400 per acre. The best water 
bearing land in the valley is sold 
at about the same figure. These 
‘sharks’ do not overlook the apple 
and pear orchards of Palmdale, 
or the alfalfa farms of Lancaster, 
but point to them as an example 
of what may be expected on the 
dry land they are selling. Condi- 
tions are not comparable at all. 
Do not invest your small savings 
in land of this arid belt unless 
water is placed upon it. It is a 
hard game to buck the desert with- 
out water. 


OIL LURE 

“Many promoters talk oil, most 
of them having little regard for 
the truth. They talk and write of 
their land here as being ‘in the 
Kern county fields, apparently at- 
tempting to benefit by the oil repu- 
tation of the Kern field, near 
Bakersfield, which is on the other 
side of the Tehachepi mountains. 
There are no producing ofl wells 
in Antelope Valley and no develop- 
ments up to this time that justify 
any oil excitement. public 
has been exploited a number of 
times in oil and = subdivision 
schemes located in the vicinity of 
this valley, among them being the 
Great Angelus Oil Company and 
the Aqueduct City Townsite and 
all who invested lost their money. 
These companies are now defunct. 
c<. P. Werden, promoter of the 
Aqueduct City ownsite, applied 
for a real estate broker's license 
since January Ist of thig year, but 
I denied this application because 
of his activities in connection with 
this promotion. 

“Just now some new schemes are 
being hatched and companies 
‘organized to exploit the public 
again. The promoters are plan- 
ning to sell in units from a quarter 
acre up. All of the lot or unit sub- 
divisions, eithetin oil or agricul- 
ture, in that section have been a 
‘success for the promoters only— 
‘investors losing all. Beware of 
the fellow who attempts to sell you 
a quarter acre or an acre liot in 
the desert. All he is interested 
in is to get your money, at the 
rate of from $100 to $400 per acre 
for land that cost him from $3.50 
to $8 per acre. 

“Go to the Antelope Valley— 
see for yourself. Talk to the peo- 
pie who live there, they will tell 
you the truth. They know the 
good iand. Their letters to this 
department show resentment of 
methods employed by unscrupu- 
lous promoters:”’

With $1,327,776,310 


A remarkable gain in the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate and 
other improvements in Los Angeles 
county is shown in a statement is- 
sued yesterday by the State Bosrd 
of Equalization. The statement was 
issued at Sacramento. 

It shows a total increase in as- 
sessed valuation of all real es- 
tate and improvements in the 
State of $368.363,462, as compared 
with 1922. Los Angeles county ac- 
counts for by far the greater por- 
tion of this gain with a total as- 
sessed value of $1,527.776,310 for 
1923. as compared to %1,042,775,- 
425 for 1922, an increase of $235.- 
000.995 on real estate and im- 
provements alone. . 

The total value of real 
and improvements in e State’ 
assessed for county taxation for 
1928 is $3,806,018,200. The total, 
assessments for the same purpose 
in 1922 were $3,437,654 73». 

As the assessment value is fixed, 
at approximately 45 per cent of 
the actual value, the total value 
of real estate and improvements 
in the State is approxunately $4,- 
900,000,000. it is pointed out. 

San Francisco ranks second to 
Los Angeles in the amount of gain, 
with an increase over 1922 of ap- 
proximately $24,077,730. Alameda 
county shows a gain on real es- 
tate ané improvements of $15,137,- 
765. 

The report is based on figures 
furnished by the County Boards of 
Equalization before the fnal equal- 
ization.
